FUNNY MONEY

What is it that can tum a rather "ho-hum" coin show into 
something exciting? Nothing perks me up like an interesting find 
or discovery in and among the thousands of coins in the bourse 
room of a major show. WOW! Did I get perked up recently. 


A dealer down the row from my table brought a large Capital 
Plastic board (16" X 30") with the title "FUNNY MONEY" 
across the top. I saw the collection laying behind his table and 
recognized that "FUNNY MONEY" in this instance meant Hobo 
Nickels, over 160 of them. 


After about an hour of haggling, we came to an agreement on the 
price and I was the proud new owner of 14 dozen Hobo nickels. 


Considering the time one spends examining one of these little 
treasures, you can begin to imagine the time and enjoyment | 
had studying this collection. The center coin in the board was 
carved on both sides. [t wasn't until several days later that ] 
realized it was two east coins put together. Still | think it is a 
neat coin. The obverse is a typical bearded man with a hat 
The reverse is an old hunch back trudging along carrying a 
stick. I think the reverse is better workmanship and is probably 
the work of a different carver. 


The coins run from crude to above average with a couple that | 
think are superior. Now being a coin dealer, I leamed long ago 
that everything I buy must then be sold. | am not supposed to 
enjoy any coin so much that I can't sell it. Well, this purchase 
has to be the exception to that rule. Several of these coins will 
end up in my wife's Hobo Nickel collection, 


Take Peanut Ear for instance. Since I read the write up in BO 
TALES about this individual, I have looked for his works. At 
least one of these nickels is the work of Peanut Ear. 


One coin | liked really well was a Confederate soldier with 
S.A. carved on his collar.(Johnny Reb) He looks to me to be 
a distinguished soldier, perhaps a general. Another interesting 
coin was a man smoking a pipe. (Paddy) He has a shamrock 
stuck in his hat band. What a neat addition to a Hobo Nickel. 


The nicest coin in my opinion, was of a balding man with only 
a few hairs going across the top of his head. (The Professor) He 
has on glasses and has beady eyes, The dominant characteristic 
is his large nose. The coin was made from an uncirewlated 
1915 nickel. The carving is deep, giving the face high relief and 
outstanding detail, especially around the huge schnozz. 


I try to buy at least one Hobo Nickel at each coin show I go to. 
Considering that I make only 4 to 6 shows per year, it looks like 
Tam 3 to 4 decades ahead of schedule on my buying. 


The Professor 
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Known Carvers...an update 
by Gail Baker "Bo-ette" Kraljevich 


Frank Brazzell 

Frank Brazzell, dealing as Brazzell Engraving ftom Terrre 
Haute, Indiana specialized in hobo nickels, elongated cents and 
engraved love tokens. He made about 4000 modern hobo 
nickels using a hand held power driven graver each year from 
1990 until his death last year. Most of his designs were copies of 
coins featured in Romines' first book on Hobo Nickels. His 
nickels sell for $5.00 10 $10.00 each and are readily available at 
most shows, 


J. Allen 

Ms. J. "Happy Hobo" Allen, O.H.N.S. member #18, is from 
Rochester, New York. Her modern coins are hand made using 
the punch method, and are original in designs. She learned the 
art from J. Press, and their product looks very similar. However, 
to my knowledge, J. Press is no longer carving. Ms. Allen, 
unlike her teacher, stamps her name on the reverse of all her 
coins. They are priced about the same as Brazzel's, are readily 
available at shows or directly from "J," and come in a wide 
variety of subjects. * 


I believe J. Allen is the ONLY prolific carver currently 
producing and selling hobo nickels. 


John Dorusa 

John Dorusa, deceased, was a coal miner from upstate 
Pennsylvania. It is unclear when he began to carve coins, or if all 
his coins are modem. I have spoken to his wife, neighbors and 
dealers from the area where he lived and they all agree that he 
carved most of his life, although not in quanties until after the 
publication of the first Hobo Nickel book in 1982. I can still 
find no written evidence (sales receipts, club newsletters, 
newspaper articles) to support this, or the claims that he was 
hobo and learned his art from "Bo." 


After 1982, he copied (unfortunately) many of the designs from 
Romines' book. All ofhis coins are, for the most part, very good. 
They appear to be done with a combination of hand gravers, 
hammer and curved chisels, and, later, power tools. The quality 
does vary quite a bit, going down hill as Dorusa got up in years. 
He became a prolific carver, and thousands of his nickels exist. 
They sell for about $15.00 to $35.00 each, with earlier, 
completely hand carved examples selling for more, if you can 
find them. 


Dorusa also carved sets. The "Presidents" set has 39 coins 
depicting the first 40 presidents - from Washington to Reagan. 
The "Apostle" set has 13 coins - Christ and his 12 Apostles, from 
a painting of the last supper by "Zabateri," All of these coins 
(except Christ) are numbered between the legs of the buffalo on 
the reverse, from 1 to 40 for the presidents (the Grover 
Cleveland has two numbers - 22 and 24) and 1 to 12 for the 
Apostles. 


Ron Landis 

Ron Landis, RM #105, is from Eureka Springs, Arkansas, and is 
chief engraver for the Gallery Mint. He is a modem engraver of 
the highest quality. To date Ron has carved over 100 nickels and 
several other coins. Unfortunately, his work at the "mint" 
prevents him from carving individual coins at this time. His 
work is done completely by hand, and can take from 4 hours to 
4 days, depending on the detail. His pieces, available only on the 
resale market, start around $350.00. All of Ron Landis’ creations 
are signed "R.L." and are consecutively numbered and dated. 


"Bo" and/or "Bert" 

"Bo" was a prolific carver, active on the flea market route in the 
1950's, 1960's and 1970's, and had a wide range of subjects, 
some more common than others. Bert's works are nearly 
identicle, and cannot be distinguished by the naked eye from 
"Bo's". Their works are carved on both the obverse (clowns, 
Indians, other hoboes and acquaintances, jockeys, presidents, 
and self portraits) or the reverse (donkeys, elephants, hoboes 
with sacks on their backs, and turtles) and occasionelly both. 


"Bo's" nickels differ greatly in artistic quality, so much so, that 
perhaps "Bo" and/or "Bert" are generic terms for several carvers 
commissioned in the 50's, 60's or 70's. | question whether their 
carvings existed prior to the 50's or 60's as I can find no 
examples of their art in numerous, original collections dating 
fiom the 1950's, unlike the art of other hobo nickel artists, such 
as Telephone Ear or Peanut Ear. 


Some "Bo's" have more subject variety, but are not as good 
artistically as the cameo examples. Both were done with hand 
tools: chisels, gravers and knives. He only occasionally signed 
or dated his work except for the cameos, where he regularly 
placed his initials and the date, "G.WLH. 50," for example, under 
the neck, Coins done after a "hand injury,” were (at least 
partially) done with power tools and are quite primitive, Since 
toned coins sold more readily in the 80's, many of his coins 
today have ugly black splotches, a result of artifical toning. 


Del Romines 

Del, HCLM #1, is a writer, storyteller and researcher without 
equal on many numismatic topics including hobo nickels and 
their carvers. His two books on Hobo Nickels are considered, by 
some, to be the standard reference books on the subject, and are 
the only source of information on "Bo" and/or "Bert" and their 
coins. Del has carved at least one modem hobo nickel - a 
wonderful portrait of Theodore Roosevelt that he presented to 
Bill Fivaz for his help and encouragment with the first book. 


Howard Hughes, "Peanut Ear," "Mr. No Neck," & 
“"Felephone Ear" have been covered in recent issues of 
**Bo Tales**.

A FOLLOW-UP ON OUR FRIEND JOE JEFFERSON. 


In the last issue of BO TALES I wrote a little article and showed a photo of an old gentleman by the name of Joe 
Jefferson. The photo was uncovered by a California friend of mine who found a note behind the picture that 
indicated that Joe had been “elected in 1850 as the first King of the Hoboes”. Remember it? 


On May 6", after that issue had been sent out, I received a very interesting letter from Stuart Schneider, a member 
from New Jersey, who had seen the photo and provided some additional information on this gentleman. Stuart 
wrote: 
"In the latest BO TALES, you had a question about Joe Jefferson. Jefferson was an actor who was 
popular from shorily after the end of the Civil War to the early 1900's. He specialized in characters and 
became well known for his portrayal of Rip Van Winkle, He was also an avid fly fisherman and several 
JSishing clubs are named after him. His photos are usually of him in his Rip Van Winkle character, and 
T recently had a turn of the century photo of him with Helen Keller and her assistant. Apparently he 


must have played the part of a hobo during his career or perhaps he was a hobo before becoming a 
respected actor (unlikely).” 


Thanks very much, Stuart, for the above update on our friend Joe Jefferson...this is a great example of sharing very 
interesting sidelights on subjects that are both fascinating and historical, and we hope others have the interest and 
take the time to add something to BO TALES. After all, it is your club, and it’s fun to take part in it however you 
can.
